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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: all of the claimed features are believed to be 
obvious in view of the prior art of record. Applciant argues that the temperature sensor and current detecting means are not mounted in 
the same integrated circuit package, however, Wand teaches positioning the temperature detecting means, motor current detecting 
means and amplifier in the same circuit, it is not entirely clear what would constitute being in the same "package", however, it would have 
been clear to a skilled artisan that the circuit elements should be in close proximity to each other, particularly since the temperature sensor 
is designed to monitor elements of the circuit. Therefore, the claim language is believed to be obvious in view of the prior art of record.. 
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
